KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: 

Thus were we greeted by the Grand Lodge of England on the 29th day 
of September, A. L. 5784, A. D. 1784; the following said Greeting was 
warranted 459, granted by the Grand Lodge of England on petition of 
PRINCE HALL, Boston SMITH, THOMAS SANDERSON, and several other 
Masons of Boston, constituting them into a regular Lodge of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons. 

“ To all and ever our right Worshipful and loving Brethren, we, Thomas 
Hall, Earl of Effingham, Lord Howard, etc., etc., etc., acting Grand Master 
under the authority of His Royal Highness, Henry Frederick, Duke of Cum- 
berland, etc., etc., etc., Grand Master of the Most Ancient and Honorable 
Society of Free and Accepted Masons, send greeting: 

“ Know YE, That we, at the humble petition of our right trusty and well 
beloved Brethren, Prince Hall, Boston Smith, Thomas Sanderson, and several 
other Brethren residing in Boston, New England, in North America, do 
hereby constitute the said Brethren into a regular Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons, under the title or denomination of the African Lodge, to be opened 
in Boston aforesaid, and do further, at their said petition, hereby appoint the 
said PRINCE HALL to be Master, Boston SMITH Senior Warden, and 
THoMas SANDERSON Junior Warden, for the opening of the said Lodge, 
and for such further time only as shall be thought proper by the brethren 
thereof, it being our will that this our appointment of the above officers shall 
in no wise affect any future election of officers of the Lodge, but that such 
election shall be regulated agreeably to such by-laws of said Lodge as shall 
be consistent with the general laws of the society, contained in the Book of 
Constitutions, and we hereby will require you, the said Prince Hall, to take 
especial care that all and every one of said Brethren are, or have been 
regularly made Masons, and that they do observe, perform and keep all the 
rules and orders contained in the Book of Constitutions; and, further. that 
you do, from time to time, cause to be entered in a book kept for the purpose, 
an account of your proceedings in the Lodge, together with such rules, orders 
and regulations as shall be made for the good government of the same; that 
in no wise you will omit once in every year to send us, or our successors, Grand 
Master, or to Roland Holt, Esq., our Deputy Grand Master, for the time 
being, an account in writing of your said proceedings and copies of all such 
rules, orders and regulations as shall be made as aforesaid, together with a 
list of the members of the Lodge, and such a sum of money as may suit the 
circumstances of the Lodge, and reasonably be expected towards the Grand 
Charity. Moreover, we hereby will and require you, the said Prince Hall, 
as soon as conveniently may be, to send an account in writing of what may be 
done by virtue of these presents.

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Levi Coffin, a Quaker who hailed from North Carolina, 
eame to Wayne County in 1822 and settled at Fountain 
City, was one of the original promoters of the system. He 
with his wife, Catherine, made their home the central 
station of the “Underground Railroad.“ which helped 
thousands of our race on their journey north.

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DANIEL W. CAINE—A Biography 


ANIEL W. CAINE was born in Clark County, Indiana, in the late 
fifties. He took the classical course in Berea College and gradu- 

ated in 1878. 

He began teaching in Rockport, Indiana, continued in Seymour, Indi- 
ana, and Shawnee, Illinois, until he had taught more than Гог ars. 

He was brought up in the lap of Masonic influence. At one time there 
were eighteen relatives belonging to the lodges around the Falls. His 
father died the Worshipful Master of Hinton Lodge. His brother for 
was the Worshipful Master of Rogan Lodge. Greencastle, and he 
the Worshipful Master of Britton Lodge, Seymour, He was 
elected Grand Master in Jeffersonville defeating W. F. Teister of Craw- 
fordsville. Brother Teister was a splendid Mason and one of the bright- 
est teachers of our group in the State. Brother Caine served continu- 
ously for twenty-two years. During his administration he set thirty 
new Iden and he organized four old ones. 

As a nic student, he revises all our constitutions and by-laws 
to date. ay his tribe increase.”

AMES M. TOWNSEND-—one of Richmond's adopted sons, who 
] had a distinguished career as churchman and public servant. 
No member of our group has held such commanding position in 
this community, or enjoyed the respect and admiration of all as 
did he in his day and generation. He had character, ability and 
the talent for making friends. He was an effective public 


speaker, and made a great name for himself because he was un- 
selfish and uncompromising. 


Не was born in Gallipolis, Ohio, August 18, 1841. Не worked 
his way through Oberlin College, was a Civil War Veteran, serv- 
ing in the Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Infantry. He had been 
leaching school in Evansville for some time when he was or- 
dained a deacon in the A. M. E. Annual Conference held in that 
city in 1872, He was a licentiate of the church since his eight- 
eenth birthday. In June, 1873, he was ordained elder and as 
igned the vacant pastorate at Bethel A. M. E. Church in this

During his career as churchman he served the leading 
churches of Columbus, Ohio, Pittsburgh and Chicago. He died in 
1914 and is buried in Earlham Cemetery. He was the last sur- 
vivor of Sumner Lodge No. 20.

Andrew Fergerson was one of the Past Masters of Britton 
Lodge No. 2, which was instituted in Dublin, Ind п 1858.

Lodge No. 7, Cambridge City, Indiana, in the early eighty's. He 
was one of the Charter Members of Quinn Lodge and ‘its first 
Senior Deacon. He was elected Worshipful Master the first time

Prince Hall Masonry spread from Boston, Ма 
New York, where the famous Bayer Lodge was “set,” then it 
came westward into Pennsylvania and on into Ohio. Some of 
the difficulties surrounding the movement were the long distances 
to travel in setting up lodges. It was a three days’ journey from 
Cincinnati to Indianapolis. There was danger on the highways 
The Fugitive Slave Law was in full operation, especially in Indi- 
ana. A free colored man in a strange neighborhood was liable 
lo s ire and be rushed back to slavery before his while neigh- 
bors could save him. This happened in 1856 to one of our broth- 
ers traveling from Richmond to Indianapolis, and some time 
later at the door of а convocation in Indianapolis, another was 
d and met a like fate. 

Conditions were different in Richmond, which was always a 
ва! ylum for our people. The large Quaker element in the 
population was responsible for the friendly atmosphe In 1824 
among the four hundred eighty-four inhabitants were eighteen 
colored. The number had grown to fifty in 1830. Probably two 
hundred men, women and children of our group were in the three 
thousand enumerated in 1850.

Гог the mystery and зесгесу with which the early brethren sur- 
rounded all their movements. It accounts for the attachment 
which the early lodges had for the Hall at 426 Main Street, the 
first meeting place, and the property of Bishop Paul Quinn. 
In spite of all the CRASS Master Masons from Cincinnati, 


Ohio, set Union Lodge No. 1 in Indianapolis in January, 1848. 
The next year, the same 229985 set King Solomon's Lodge in 
Madisor Indiar at that time the largest city in the state. 

In 1852, Master Masons from Dayton, Ohio, and Cincinnati, 


Ohio, with John G. Britton and Sidney Hinton of Indianapolis 
Indiana, set Britton Lodge in this city, but we have no records 
of that first lodge until Times were too critical for pre- 
ving records. Some of the leading members were Calvin 
Outland, Samuel Bundy, W. б. Robinson, Milton White, Daniel 
Winslow and M. McIntosh. Winslow and McIntosh were 
young Methodist preachers, proteges of Bishop Quinn. 

The men who were planting Masonry in Indiana had a well 
defined program. They needed at least five established lodges 
in order to institute a Grand Lodge. Soon they had Darnes 
Lodge in Terre Haute, Indiana, and R. Phillips Lodge in Carth- 
age, Indiana. This was the old Blue River District. 

The question of a Grand Lodge caused much dissension. 
There were two parties, one favored state Grand Lodges, the 
other a national organization. The latter was known as the 
“Compacts.” The state rights or regulars were in the majority 
in Britton Lodge and gave valient service in the organization of 
the first Grand Lodge in 1856. John G. Britton was the first 
Grand Master of the State. James Sydney Hinton was the sec- 
ond. Britton was a born leader and a very capable man, Hinton 
was more scholarly and the ritualist. "These two men alter- 
nated in the office of Grand Master for years. James Sydney 
Hinton was the first of four men of our group to be elected to the 
State Legislature.

Robinson 
was easily the most talented man in Britton Lodge. He knew 
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all the ritual and from 1856 to 1870 was considered the brainiest 
man in the Masonic circles of Indiana. He was familiarly known 
as “бав” Robinson. He and J. Norman Weaver, later a member 
of Sumner Lodge were proprietors of one of the leading barber 
shops of the city located at 619 Main Street. 

Britton Lodge made a great name for herself because of her 
part in spreading Masonry throughout adjacent counties. 

Following the leadership of *Gas" Robinson among the lodges 
instituted by Britton's energetic members were Rndolph Lodge, 
Farmland, Indiana; Wayne Lodge, Newport, Indiana; Jones 
Lodge, Cambridge City, Indiana; Brooks Lodge, Connersville, 
Indiana, and Winslow Lodge, Spiceland, Indiana. 

In the end Britton Lodge went down under the onslaught of 
the “Compacts.” Оп two occasions, Ohio officers of Compact 
Lodges were able to persuade a majority to change the name and 
enroll with the national organization. The first time the name 
Clark was taken, the second time and for more than six months, 
it was called Jones Lodge. The regulars biding th lime ob- 
tained control and changed the name back and after a Masonic 
trial and a few expulsions, affairs went on much as before. 

The decline had set in when the war of the Rebellion came 
with its issues so momentous to our group. Quite a few of the 
younger men volunteered when the opportunity came and went 
to the front. The war ended ір 65 and Britton Lodge had ceased 
to function. 

It was another year before a few of the Old Guard succeeded 
in reorganizing the forces. They were instituted under a new 
name and charter and appear on the Grand Lodge rolls of 1867 
us Sumner No. 21. Sumner grew and prospered, but in 1870, 


there was a division and a Eureka Lodge was instituted. James 
Epps was Worshipful Master; James Burden, S. W.; James Fos- 
ter, J. W.; Charles Lewis, Secretary. It had twenty-four mem- 
b: W. G. Robinson no doubt influential in engineering 
the movement and obtaining the charter. The old members who 
had long followed his leadership remained loyal to Sumner. The 
new lodge lasted but a yea It was the beginning of the decline 
of “Gas” Robinson, and most of Eureka's members demitted back. 
Robinson dropped out entirely. 

Sumner Lodge after this incident enjoyed a long and har- 
monious history. Something of the glory of Britton was hers. 
1879 was her bést year reporting eighty-seven members. Among 
the long list of names appearing on her rolls are those of Calvin 
Benson, John Ferguson, Henry Bell, Richard Cannon, Dennis 
Copeland, James M. Townsend, J. Norman Weaver, Madison 
Bundy, Philander Outland, Jason Bundy, William West, Dr. John 
McSimpson, John Croker, Adam Britton, Willis Carter, William 
Carter, John Carter, Charles Echols, T. C. Scott, Simpson Oxen- 
dine and Jackson Hunter. 

Sumner began to decline with the invasion of the benevolent 

societies with their sick and death benefits. Young men went 
with the new organizations. Sumner dwindled to twenty mem- 
bers in 1887. 
That year she entertained the thirty-first annual session of 
the Independent Union Grand Lodge. Calvin Benson was Wor- 
shipful Master; Cornelius Curry, Senior Warden, and Madison 
Bundy, Junior Warden. They carried on bravely until 1892. 
Calvin Benson was the Worshipful Master at the last meeting. 
when the gavel fell to sound no more. 


The Building Program of Quinn Lodge 


‘THE story of the beginning of Quinn Lodge is told in Grand 

Master W. F. Teister's address delivered to the Grand Lodge 
assembled in Muncie, August 20, 1895. “In January, I received a 
letter from Calvin Benson in Richmond, stating there were а 
number of Masons formerly belonging to Sumner Lodge, who 
wished to be restored to Masonic standing and to open a Lodge 
оп May3rd. I went over and opened an occasional lodge, entered, 
passed and raised eight gentlemen as Masons—instituted a lodge 
to be known as Quinn Lodge. Warrant ordered on the 4th of 
May, 1895. I appointed Calvin Benson, W. M., $. В. Oxendine, 


S. W., and A. T. Guy, J. W. Brother Benson deserves great credit 
for working up this Lodge."

Mary E. Jones was the first Worthy Matron, George D. Brown, 
Worthy Patron.

Не was born in the West Indies in 1800. We have only а frag- 
mentary knowledge of his early life. He had been a licensed 
preacher in Eastern Pennsylvania some time when he joined 
the Philadelphia Confe ce in 1824. His first assignment was 
the organization of a circuit in Buck County, Pennsylvania. He 
rode horseback laying out this circuit and always claimed he 
was the first circuit rider in the Church. 

All his early labors show extraordinary ability as a worker 
in a pioneer ficld. This record obtained for him (he assignment 
upon which his fame as a churchman rests.
